I read 
to Mr. Old an excerpt from a speech given by Premier Fidel 
Castro on 24 November 1963 alleging that Lee Harvey Oswald 
‘obtained money for his return to the U:S. by appealing to 
Senator Tower. Mr. Old thanked me very much for all our 
research efforts and-asked that a copy of the excerpt be 
sent to him. This is being sent today.
